Mystery ceased to be showmanship 
when pictures began to talk, accord- 
ing to Kay Francis, revealing some 
of the ‘‘Secrets of an Actress.’’ 

That opinion was voiced by the 
raven-haired Warner Bros. star in re- 
futing accusations that she has delib- 
erately tried to be mysterious. 

‘‘Talking in films and on the radio 
removed the seventh veil, so far as 
the glamour of mystery in pictures 
is concerned,’’ Kay remarked. ‘‘In 
the first place I deny that I’m mys- 
terious, and if, unconsciously, I have 
given that impression, it is because 
I don’t carry my screen career into 
private life. 

‘*T haven’t had the slightest trouble 
from fans because I insisted on liv- 
ing a normal and quiet private life,’’ 
the star continued. ‘‘In fact, I think 
the tales of fans ‘mobbing’ stars and 
otherwise being rude and unreason- 
able are vastly exaggerated. 

‘*Fans I’ve encountered have been 
uniformly kind and courteous. This 
applies not only in Hollywood, where 


it is no uncommon experience to find 
oneself walking or shopping or sit- 
ting at a cafe with a film celebrity 
— but in other towns where I’ve 
travelled. 


‘“‘Unlike so many picture actresses 
who can pass unrecognized in a crowd 
unless they obviously disguise them- 


selves with dark glasses and so on, 


I’m usually recognized. People will 
often smile and nod, or ask if I’m 
Kay Francis. Children, of course, 
frequently want autographs. Grown- 
ups ordinarily are simply kindly and 
polite and seldom even stare curious- 
ly or rudely at anyone, as I’ve so 
often read they do. 


‘“‘This isn’t my experience alone. 
Friends of mine who are top-ranking 
in screen popularity, both men and 
women, find the fans equally under- 
standing and sympathetic.’’ 


Kay voiced this opinion on the set 
of her newest film at Warner Bros., 
““Secrets of an Actress,’’ which comes 
to the Strand Theatre next Friday.

Born an Irish xebel, George Brent 
lived to be a Hollywood rebel. His 
rebellion in Hollywood has been 100 
per cent successful. 


He’s filmtown’s outstanding non- 
conformist. 


You may think of James Cagney, 
Spencer Tracy, Lee Tracy and a few 
others in that connection before you 
think of Brent.

Adventure is 
suggested there. 


Thus does George Brent, the non- 
conformist, go his own way. Choos- 
ing his own friends, refusing to do 
those things expected of a Holly- 
wood star, Brent has long ago been 
warned against impending downfall, 
but the fact of the matter is, George 
Brent’s popularity rises with every 
picture. 


Brent Boxes Daily 


George Brent keeps in shape by 
boxing every day, even when he is 
working in a film. Mushy Callahan, 
or any one of several other boxers 
on the Warner Studio lot, serves as 
sparring partner. During the filming 
of ‘‘Secrets of an Actress,’’ which 
comes to the Strand Theatre next 
Friday, his handsome stand-in and 
pal, Don Turner, who is one of film- 
dom’s most famous stunt men, was 
the actor’s sparring mate.

Tells How To 
Crash Films 


What should a girl have to get into 
pictures? William Keighley, one of 
the ace directors at the Warner Bros. 
Studio, was asked that question one 
day on the set of ‘‘Secrets of an 
Actress,’’ the Warner Bros. picture 
now playing at the Strand Theatre. 

‘“‘The brunette beauty of Kay 
Francis or the blonde beauty of Gloria 
Dickson or the piquant tip-tilted- 
nose-and-freckled Irish beauty of 
Penny Singleton,’’? the director said, 
grinning at the ladies named. They 
all sat around him in canvas chairs 
on the set, for all were in the picture, 
along with George Brent, Ian Hunter 
and others. 

‘<Seriously, though, the day is past 
when you can demand a girl to fit 
any pattern or series of patterns,’’ 
Keighley continued. ‘‘Thanks to 
steady improvement in the techniques 
of photography, sound and makeup, 
physical appearance to a certain de- 
gree is relatively unimportant. 

‘¢Today, however, the camera can 
photograph something more intangi- 
ble than it used to catch in the old 
days of chalky black-and-white pho- 
tography. That thing is animation, in- 
telligence, emotion, suggested by voice 
and tricks of expression as subtle as 
those which reveal those qualities in 
ordinary life. 

‘“Yesterday the cameras weren’t 
good enough to catch fully the 
expression of the face itself, let alone 
that of the eye. And the voice, with 
its marvelous range for the expression 
of inner feelings, the emanation of 
personality and charm, was of course 
useless. The screen had no voice. A 
girl with the face of an angel usually 
wise-cracked in subtitles written by 
over-worked gag men, who put their 
own sort of humor into her mouth. 

‘The modern talkie is almost a 
mind-reading machine. If an actor 
has something in his mind to read 
the camera can be relied upon to 
read it. 

‘«Wor all these reasons a girl, to 
get into pictures and make good to- 
day, should above all possess anima- 
tion, intelligence, imagination — the 
charm of personality which registers 
with her friends, school-mates and so 
on. If it registers with them, it will 
register with the cameras. 


Geology Is Brent’s Hobby 


George Brent, who appears with 
Kay Francis in ‘‘Secrets of an Ac- 
tress,’’ opening Friday at the Strand, 
recently revealed that his hitherto- 
secret hobby is geology. With mining 
experience in South Africa, Australia 
and Canada behind him, he’s now va- 
cationing occasionally in the desert 
just north of the Salton Sea in South- 
ern California, probing into geological 
secrets there.

Hollywood Ocean Liner 
Has Never Sailed Away 


Steam poured out of the funnels, 
and out of the whistle, which emitted 
not the hoarse bellow you’ve been ac- 
customed to hear on ocean liners, but 
a subdued hiss. 


For this was a Hollywood liner. 
The most famous Hollyweod liner, in 
fact, for it is so much bigger and 
better than other great ocean palaces 
available in the film city that five 
studios use it regularly. It reposes on 
dry land on the Warner Bros. Studio 
back lot, with a great roofed dock 
and warehouse beside it, and its most 
recent use was in ‘‘Secrets of an Ac- 
tress,’’? the Warner Bros. picture with 
Kay Francis, George Brent and Ian 
Hunter which is slated to open Fri- 
day at the Strand Theatre. 


Ship and dock and warehouse are 
the chameleons of their tribes. Not 
only mere changes of superstructure 
and paint and trimming distinguish 
one ‘‘role’’ of this arriving and de- 
parting steamer and its place of ar- 
rival and departure from another. 
The structures as a whole are highly 
adjustable. 


For example, the relative height of 


the dock floor and any deck of the 
steamer can be altered by twenty 
feet. The roof of the warehouse rolls 
back to give an open dock effect 
when desired. The steamer can be 
listed slightly, which changes the ap- 
parent slope of its mighty side. And 
a whole middle deck lowers, if need 
be, changing the apparent size of the 
boat. 

You can only see about a block and 
a half of this steamer. That’s all 
there is of it in one piece. Prow 
and stern angles, seldom needed, are 
on different exterior, permanent sets. 

For ‘‘Secrets of an Actress’’ it 
was a big de luxe liner on which 
George Brent engaged passage to flee 
from Kay, despite the fact that he 
loves her and she loves him. But al- 
though he’s on the boat when the 
gangplank is hauled in, he never gets 
away. 

You guessed it. Right at the cru- 
cial moment he understands what 
Kay, Ian Hunter and the others are 
yelling at him from the pier and 
leaps off. (Not into the water). The 
‘‘liner’’? is often rented to other stu- 
dios in need of a dock scene.

Kay likes the producer and is 


grateful to him for backing her show 
and, as he loves her, it seems for a 
time as if they will be married. But 


Kay’s heart really belongs to Brent, 
and he guardedly reciprocates her af- 
fection, although he is married. His 
marriage, however is more legal than 
actual, and his thoroughly heartless, 
mercenary wife, played by Gloria 
Dickson, is about to divorce him when 
she learns of his love for Kay. 

The wife proceeds to try to exploit 
the situation for her pecuniary ad- 
vantage. Then, unknown to Kay and 
Brent, Hunter gallantly withdraws 
from the field to clear the way for 
the eventual marriage of Kay to the 
man she loves, 
and then actually 
clears the way by 
tricking Gloria 
into a solution 
which makes ev- 
eryone happy ex- 
cept himself. 

All this is told, 
in a moving but 
more often amus- 
ing fashion, with 
the skill that is 
guaranteed by the names of Kay 
Francis, George Brent, Ian Hunter 
and Gloria Dickson.

He was 16 when he shouldered a 
Lee-Enfield and entered the war, but 
he didn’t really get into it until next 
year, when — that being 1917 — the 
Yankees began pouring into France. 

What he saw was a pretty stunning 
thing for a boy just turned seven- 
teen. Moreover, the army life got 
under his skin. When the war was 
over he finished college, and then 
travelled. His parents being wealthy 
South Africanders, and Ian having 
inherited a ranch of his own in Rho- 
desia, this became possible.

He went to see them, met Basil Dean, 
was given an opportunity to act, and 
soon became a London matinee idol. 
The screen soon claimed him, and 
finally he was brought to America 
by Warner Bros., to whom he is now 
under contract. 

His latest picture for Warners is 
‘¢Secrets of an Actress,’’ now play- 
ing at the Strand Theatre, in which 
he and George 
Brent are rivals 
for the love of 
Kay Francis. His 
role ig another of 
that type of ma- 
ture romantic 
part no one else 
seems to do so 
well.
